ANNUAL BOXING BATTLE ON

Bing Geune Receiving Regular Ham-

mering in Various Legiilaturei
of the Land.

BUT GAME STILL CLINGS ON

NEW YORK, Feb. 17. Boxing Is having

Its annual battle for existence with the
legislatures of several states the battle
grounds, as usual. Racing runs a poor

second In these annual bouts, but both
are sure to ge hard knocked each year
when the legislatures meet. Regulation
of thrse sports by restrictive or permis-
sive legislation are favorite pastimes of
law makers.

There is now at Albany one bill to
abolish the sport of boxing and the ath-

letic commission created by the Frawley
law, and another to allow pubiio coxing
exhibitions to go twenty rounds and to
a decision. Instead of ten rounds and no
decision, as now. The first comes from
Chautauqua county, which has found that
going In for the uplift by the mental
route la profitable, while the other comes
from this city, where the politicians find
their constituents stronger for the phy-

sical uplift, with boxing as ons ot Its
features.

Ever since boxing has been the sport
of civilised man there has been a 'certain
part of the population which has sought
to curb the sport through legislation. But
the settlement of differences through
fisticuffs aces ago, and Ita successor, the
gentler and scientific game of boxing, has
survived all attacks. Just as the game of
singlestick and fencing survived the abo--

Hu,ol ot 'nitration with the battle ax.
The proportion of the people who prac
tice boxing as a sport or for physical
benefit la sbout 1,000 to one, as against
fencing in America and Great Britain,
but considerably smaller in France and
Germany, where boxing has but recently
become popular. It reaches a very large
per cent In favor of boxing In all the
armies and navies of the world in their
processes ot training.
